An  Ordinance  of  the  L  o  r  d  s  and  Com- 
mons affcmblecf  in  Parliament. 

\e  Lords  and  Commons  confi- 
dering  the  wonderfull  provi- 
dence  of  God  in  calling  them  to 
J3  this  great  and  difficult  worh<e 
of  reforming  and  purging  bis  Church  and 
people,  hit  guidance  and  manifefl  protection 
of  them  in  it ,  doe  Acknowledge  that  never 
any  of  his  fervants  \fince  the  foundation  of 
the  world  had  more  high  and  ftrong  engage- 
ments heartily  and fincerely  to  endeavour  the- 
compleat  eflablifhment  of  Purity  and  Vnity 
hi  the  Church  of  God  then  they  have  -^  They 
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doe  therefore  require  all  Minivers  and El- 
ders;  that  they  be  carefull  to  wall\e  with 
under flanding  in  theHoufe  of  God,  that  by 
Example,  Exhortations,  and  Admonitions, 
they  endeavour  to  build  up  the  people  of  the 
Lord  in  love, that  with  Humility  and  Meef^ 
neffe  offpirit  they  adorne  their  holy  Pre fef- 
fion,  and  win  foules  to  the  love  of  the  Truth* 
That  they  be  diligent  and  faith  full  in  the 
Workg,  as  thofe  that  mufi  give  an  accompt  : 
And  where  grojfe  Ignorance  or  notorious 
Scandall  fhaltappeare,  for  the  remedy  there- 
of, and  to  prevent  the  evils  that  may  come 
thereby ,  The  Lords  and  Commons  doe  Or- 
daine,  and  it  is  hereby  Ordained ,  That  the 
fever  all  Elderfhipsrefpe&ively  within  their 
refpe&ive  Bounds  and  Limits,  have  power 
to  fujf  end  from  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords 
Supper  all  Ignorant  and  Scandalous  perfons 
within  the  Rules  hereafter  following ,  and 
according  to  the  faid  Rules  and  Directions. 

Rules 
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Ru les  and  Directions  concern- 
ing fufpenfion  from  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords 
Supper,  in  cafe  ofjgnorance. 

-  L  fuch  perfons  who  fhalbe  admitted  to 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  Supper 
ought  to  know  that  there  is  a  God  , 
that  there  is  but  one  ever-living  and 
true  God,  maker  of  Heaven  and  Earth, 
and  Governour  of  all  things  b  That  this 
onely  true  God,  is  the  God  whom  wee 
worfhip^ThatthisGodisbut  one,  yet  three  diftinft  Per- 
fons, the  Father,  Sonne,and  Holy  Ghoft,  all  equally  God. 

2  That  God  created  man  after  his  own  Image,  in  know- 
ledge, righteoufhefle,  and  true  holinefle}  That  by  one  man 
fin  entred  into  the  World,  and  death  by  fin,and  fo  death  paf- 
fed  upon  all  men,for  that  all  have  finned:,  That  thereby  they 
are  all  dead  in  trefpaffes  and  fins,  and  are  by  nature  the  chil- 
dren of  wrath,  and  folyable  to  eternall  death,  the  wages  of 
every  finne. 

3  That  there  is  but  one  Mediator  between  God  and  man, 
the  man  Chrift  Jefus,  who  is  alfo  over  all ,  God  blefled  fix 
ever,  neither  is  there  falvation  in  any  other}  That  he  was 
conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  borne  of  the  Virgin  Mary^ 
That  he  dyed  upon  theCrofle  to  five  his  people  from  their 
fins}  That  he  rofe  againe  the  third  day  from  the  dead,afcend- 
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e  ye  n,  fits  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  and  makes 

coi  ;  :  !i  interctfllon  for  i^- Or  whofe  fulneflb  we  receive 
all  grace  neeeff  iry  to  folvation. 

4.  That  Chrift  and  his  benefits  areapplyed  only  by  faith  5 
That  faith  is  the  gift  of  God?  and  that  we  have  it  not  of  our 
felves.  but  it  is  wrought  in  us  by  the  Word  and  Spirit  of 
God. 

That  faith  is  that  grace  whereby  we  believe  and  truft  in 
Chrift  for  remiflion  of  fins  and  life  everlaftingj  according  to 
thepromife  of  the  Gofpellfiiat  whofoever  believes  not  on 
the  Sonne  of  God,  (hall  not  fee  life,,  but  (hall  perifh  eter- 
nally. 

That  they  who  truely  repent  of  their  fins.,  doe  fee  theiu, 
forrow  for  them,  andturne  from  them  to  the  Lord,  and 
that  except  men  repent  they  (hall  furely  perifti. 

That  a  godly  life  is  conlcionablv  ordered  according  to 
the  Word  of  God,  in  HolinelTe  and  Righteoufnefle,  with- 
out which  no  man  (hall  fee  God. 

That  the  Sacraments  arc  feales  of  the  Covenant  of  Grace 
in  the  bloud  of  Chrift  :  That  the  Sacraments  of  the  New 
Teftament  are  Baptifme  and  the  Lords  Supper  5  that  the 
outward  Elements  in  the  Lords  Supper  are  Bread  and 
Wine,  and  doe  fignifie  the  Body  and  Bloud  of  Chrift  Cruci- 
fied, which  the  worthy  Receiver  by  Faith,  doth  partake  of 
in  this  Sacrament,  which  Chrift  hath  likewife  Ordained  for 
a  remembrance  of  his  death ,  that  whofoever  eats  and 
drinker  unworthily,  is  guilty  of  the  Body  and  cloud  of  the 
Lord,  and  therefore  that  every  one  is  to  examine  himfclfe, 
leaft  he  eate  and  drinke  Judgement  to  himfelfe,  not  difcer- 
ing  the  Lords  Body. 

That  the  Soules  of  the  faithfull  after  death  doe  imme- 
diately live  with  Chrift  in  Bleflednefle,  and  that  the  Soules 
of  the  wicked  doe  iaimedutely  goe  into  Hell  torments. 

That 
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That  there  fhall  be  a  R-cfurreftion  of  the  bodies  both  of  the 
juft  and  unjiift  at  the  laft  Day,at  which  time  all  (ball  appeare 
before  the  Judgement  Seate  ofChtfUh  to  receive  according 
to  what  they  have  done  in  the  body,  whether  it  be  good  I  r 
evill :  And  that  the  righteous  (hall  goe  into  life  eternal',  :n  A 
the  wicked  into  everlafting  punilhment. 

And  it  is  further  Ordained  by  the  Lords  and  Common^ 
That  thofe  who  have  a  competent  meafure  ofunderftnnding 
concerning  the  matters  contained  in  thefe  Articles  fin  1 1  not 
bekept  back  from  the  Sacrament  of  the  L  ords  Supper  for  Ig- 
norance 5  And  that  the  Examination  and  Judgement  of  fuch 
Perfons  as  (hall  for  their  ignorance  of  the  aforefaid  points  of 
Religion  not  be  admitted  to  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords 
Supper,  is  to  be  in  the  power  of  the  Elderfhip  of  every  Con- 
gregation. 

Rules  and  Diredions  concerning  SuC- 

penfion  from  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  Supper 
in  cafes  of  Scandall. 

*TpHe  feverall  and  refpe&ive  Elder fhips  fhall  have  Power 
X  to  fulpend  from  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  Supper  all 
fcandalous  Perfons  hereafter  mentioned  ,  appearing  to  be 
fuch  upon  juft  proofe  thereof  made,  in  fuch  manne  f  as  i s  by 
this  prefent  Ordinance  hereafter  appointed,  and  not  other- 
wife,  untill  it  be  otherwife  declared  by  both  Houfes  of  Par- 
liament how  notoriously  fcandalous  Perfons,  other  then 
fuch  as  are  herein  expreffed  ,  fhall  bekept  from  the  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lords  Supper :  That  is  to  fay  5  All  perfons  that 
fhall  blafphemoufly  fpeak  or  write  any  thing  of  God,his  ho- 
ly Worc^  or  Sacraments.  An  Inceftuous  Perfon.  An  Adulte- 
rer. A  Fornicator.  A  Drunkard.  A  prophane  Swearer,  ©r 
Cu*fer.  Que  that  btth  taken  away  the  life  of  any  Perfon 
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malicioufiy.  All  worfhippers  ot  Images,  Crofles,  Crucifixes 
or  Reliques  5  all  that  (hall  make  any  Images  of  the  Trinity, 
Or  of  any  Perfoa  thereof.  All  religious  worfhippers  of 
Saints-,  Angels.,  or  any  meere  Creature.  Any  Perfon  that' 
lhall  profefle  himfelfe  not  to  be  in  charity  with  his  Neigh** 
bour.  Any  Perfon  that  fhall  challenge  any  other  Perfon  by 
Word,  Nkflage,  or  Writing  to  fight5or  that  fhall  accept  fuch 
Challenge  and  agree  thereto.  Any  Perfon  that  fhall  know- 
ingly carry  any  fuch  Challenge  by  word;,  mellage,  or  write- 
ing.  Any  perfon  that  fhall  upon  the  Lords  Day  ufe  any  Dan- 
cing, pJaying  at  Dice  or  Cards,  or  any  other  Game  s  Mar- 
king, Wake,  Shooting,  Bowling,  playing  at  Foot-ball ,  or 
Stool-ball,  WrtfUing,"or  that  fhall  make,  or  refort  unto  any 
Playes,  Interludes,  Fencing,  Eul-baiting,  or  Beare-baiting, 
or  that  fhall  ufe  Hawking,  Hunting,  or  Courfing,  Fifhing,  or 
Fowling,  or  that  lball  publikely  expofe  any  Wares  to  fale, 
otherwise  then  as  is  provided  by  an  Ordinance  of  Parlia- 
ment of  the  6  of  April  1 644.  Any  Perfon  that  fhall  travell 
upon  the  Lords  Day  without  reafonable  caufe.  Any  Perfon 
that  keepeth  a  knowne  Stewes  or  Brothel-houfe,  or  that 
fhall  folicite  the  chaftity  of  any  Perfon  for  himfelfe  or  any 
other.  Any  Perfon,  Father  or  Mother,  that  fhall  confent  to 
the  marriage  of  their  Childe  to  a  Papift,  or  any  Perfon  that 
fhall  marry  a  Papift.  Any  Perfon  that  fhall  repaire  for  any 
advice  unto  any  Witch,  Wizard,  or  Fortune-teller.  Any 
Perfon  that  fhall  aflault  his  Parents,  or  any  Magiftrate,  Mi- 
nifter,or  Elder  in  the  execution  ofhitOffice.Any  Perfon  that 
fhall  be  legally  attainted  of  Barretrvr:>  Forgery,  Extortion  or 
Bribery  .And  the  feveralland  refpe&ive  Elderfhips  fhall  have 
power  likewife  to  fufpend  from  the  Sacrament  cfthe  Lords 
Supper  all  Minifters  that  (hall  be  duely  proved  to  be  guilty 
of  any  of  the  Crimes  afortfaid,  from  giving  or  receiving 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  Supper. 
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A  nd  it  is  farther  Ordained  by  the  Lords  and  Co  mmtm* , 
That  the  Elderlhipof  every  Congregation  fhall  have 
power  to  examine  any  perfon  complained  of  for  any 
matter  of  fcandall  aforefaid  ,  and  upon  confeffion  of 
the  party  before  the  Elderfhip  to  have  committed  fuch 
an  oifence,  to  fufpend  any  fuch  perfon  from  the  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lords  Supper.    The  Elderfhip  of  every 
Congregation  fball  examine  upon  oath  foch  wi tnefies  as 
lhall  be  produced  before  them,  cither  for  the  acquitting 
or  condemning  of  the  party  accu  fed  of  any  of  the  fcan- 
dalous  crimes  aforefaid,  not  capitall.  The  Elderfhip  of 
every  Congregation  fhall  judge  the  matter  of  fcandall 
aforefaid ,  being  not  capitall,upon  the  tefcimony  of  two 
credible  v/m-,erTes,at  the  Ieaft.£atisfa&iou  (hall  be  given 
to  the  Elderfhip  of  every  Congregation  by  fuftkietit 
manife,r!ation  of  the  Offenders  repent^nce:before  a  per- 
fon lawfully  convided  of  fuch  matters  of  fcandall  as 
aforefaid  and  thereupon  fafpended  from  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord4?  Supper  bee  admitted  thereunto.  Ifaiiy 
perfon  fufpended  from  the  Lords  Supper  fhall  finde 
himfnfe  grieved  with  the  proceedings  before  the  Elder-  , 
fhip  of  any  Congregation  ,  he  fhall  have  liberty  to  ap- 
peale  to  the  Clafficall  Elderfhip^  and  from  them  to  the 
Provinciall  Affembly  ,  from  thence  to  the  Nation-ill, 
and  from  tbence  to  the  Parliament  And  be  it  further 
ordained  by  tlie  Lords  and  Commons,  That  the  feverall 
and  refpeftiveEIderfhips  in  their  feverall  refpe&ive  pro- 
ceedings fhall  obferve  thefe  enfuing  cautions. 

Caution  i.  That  cognizance  and  examination  of  any 
capitall  offence  (hall  be  by  the  Magiftrate  thereunto  ap- 
pointed by  the  Law  of  the  Kingdoms,  who  if  he  (hall 
commit  the  party  quefrioned  to  prifon5or  fecure  him  or 
her,  by  baile,  he  fhall  thereof  raake  a  certificate  unto 
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the  Elderfhip  of,  the  Congregation  where  he  or  fhe  did 
UA  refide,  or  to  any  other  neighbouring  Elderfhip  who 
fhall  thereupon  have  power  to  fufpend"  the  party  from 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  Supper. 

2.  The  Presbyterieor  Elderfhip  (hall  not  have  cogni- 
zance of  any  thinp;  wherein  any  matter  of  payment5con- 
traft;  or  demand  is  concerned^  or  of  any  matter  of  con- 
veyance, title,  intereft,  or  property,  in  Lands  or  Goods. 

g.  Tfo  ufe  fhall  be  made  of  any  confeffion  or  prooic 
made  before  the  Elder  (hip  at  any  triall  at  Law  of  any 
perfon  for  any  offence. 

And  it  is  further  ordained^  that  the  Members  of  both 
houfes  that  noware  members  of  theaflembly  of  Divines 
or  any  feven  of  them  be  a  (landing  Committee  of  both 
Homes  of  Parliament ,  to  confider  of  caufes  of  fuf- 
pention  from  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  Supper ,  not 
conteined  in  this  Ordinance }  unto  which  Committee 
any  Elderfhip  (hall  prefent  fuch  caufes5  to  the  end  that 
the  Parliament^ need  require5may  heare  and  determine 
the  fame.  That  if  any  other  notorious  and  fcandalous 
finnes  befides  thofe  nominated  in  this  Ordinance,  which 
may  be  conceived  to  be  a  caufe  to  fufpend  from  the 
Lords  Supper  fhal  be  certified  to  any  Claffis  either  from 
any  Congregationall  Elderfhip,  or  otherwife,  which  the 
faidClafiis  Ihall  thinke  fit  5  to  prefent  to  the  (landing 
Committee  of  Parliament.    Thatv'the  (aid  Qaflis  (hall 
prefent  the  fame  to  the  (aid  Cdramittee3to  the  end  that 
theParliament  if  need  require  may  heare  and  determine 
the  fame.
